Nothing Definite Decided end Another 
Meeting to Bo Hold. 
W a s h in g t o n , Ju ly 25.—The dem o­ 
crats of the senate yesterday arranged 
for a caucus and a t 3 o'clock the senate 
adjourned and the dem ocratic mem­ 
bers w alked into the m arble room and 
elosed the doors. 
Senators H ill, Mur­ 
phy and Irby were the on ly a b len teen 
Senator H ill w as n o t notified of the 
intention to hold a caucus u n til the 
la st m inute and then declined to en ter 
it because of his attitu de on the bill. 
T he caucus continued for three hours 
and w ithout reaching any conclusion 
or taking a vote on any proposition 
adjourned until to-day a t 3 o'clock, 
w hen another w ill be held. 
It was 
recognized from the beginning th at 
Senator Vilas' m oi ion to strike ou t the 
differential duty on sugar occupied a 
moat im portant position in the present 
controversy and several senators in­ 
tim ated th at u n til there could be as­ 
surances o f its w ithdraw al no con­ 
clusion could be reached in caucus. 
The only m otion made during the 
afternoon w as one by Senator Jarvis 
to send the b ill back to conference 
w ith ou t instructions, and w h ile noth­ 
ing like a vote w as taken the indica­ 
tions now are th a t this m otion w ill 
prevail in the end. 
Senator Sm ith said that he knew of 
four dem ocratic senators who would 
vote against the bill if the proposi­ 
tion of Mr. V ilas should prevaiL 
Senators Blanchard and Callery of 
Louisiana asked th at the conference 
com m ittee be asked to retain th at 
feature and the 40 per cent ad valorem, 
and to add the one-tenth of a cent ad­ 
ditional 
on sugar 
im ported from 
countries paying a bounty on sugar 
and to also continue for this year 
enough of the bounty paid under the 
M cKinley law on sugar grow n in th is 
country to m ake the duty equal to S 
cents a pound. 
Senator Blanchard 
said th at if the sugar schedule waa 
made less protective than a t presen t 
then he would * vote to postpone the 
bill indefinitely. 
Senator Vilas and those w ho stood 
w ith him, including Senators M ills 
and Palmer, expressed great concern 
o v er the passage of a bill of som e 
character and united in saying that, 
w hile they considered the senate bill 
as preferable to the M cK inley law, 
they thought the chances for the pass­ 
age of a bill would be greatly improved 
by the elim ination of the differential, 
on account of the tem per o f the house. 
They indicated a w illin gn ess to w ith­ 
draw the V ilas m otion in case an 
agreem ent could be reached on a prop­ 
osition for a straigh t ad valorem duty, 
and som e o f those present form ed the 
impressic n th at they would be w illin g 
to raise th e rate from 40 to 45 per cent. 
Senator Palm er advanced this propo­ 
sition.

The soil is now as dry 
as before, except in the eastern count­ 
ies, where the rainfall was consider­ 
able and vegetation bas revived some­ 
what. Haying is completed aud a fair 
crop secured. 
Wheat, rye and barley is about all 
cut and in stack. The crop is good in 
some sections and in others below the 
average. 
Oats are now being cut and while 
the heat and drouth have ripened 
them too rapidly in most sections, the 
crop ie turning out better than was 
expected, the early sown especially 
being folly up to the average. 
In 
some coonties in the western part of 
the state the oat crop is very poor. 
Potatoes are permanently injured 
and in some counties the crop will be 
a partial failure, while in others a 
fair crop is anticipated. 
Corn is doing fairly well. 
Some 
fields are showing the effects of drouth, 
but generally tbe crop is reported in 
good condition, though rain would be 
of great benefit. Tobacco is suffering 
from drouth but continues to look 
well.

In my country, 
Belgium, where 
the people are the 
least governed in the world, 6uch riot­ 
ing as has occurred day after day in 
this great city would not have been 
tolerated, or rather endured. 
There 
would have been somebody hurt, the 
mob speedily dispersed, and the riot­ 
ers arrested and swiftly punished. 
“ We employ 12,000 men, and they 
are industrious, contented, and trust­ 
worthy men; and I want to say that I 
have observed in this country men of 
my own country who were never able 
to earn more than G5 cents a day in 
your money receiving $1.25 and 1.50 
and more per day, and yet they are 
dissatisfied, and I am sorry to know 
they are among the most riotous and 
lawless, especially, as I am informed, 
in the coal regions. 
I can in part ac­ 
count for this. 
They are the most 
undesirable of our population, little 
inclined to work, preferring idleness, 
and when they did work they were 
not able to earn much. 
It is this 
class that emigrated to this country, 
and they have been assisted away 
from home because they were a bur­ 
den upon the industrious and provi­ 
dent people of our country. 
You have 
received 
the 
scum 
of

country. 
There undesirable, 
here 
they have

menace. 
“ It seems strange to me that your 
laborers are not dealt with promptly 
and positively. 
“ The labor conditions have adjust­ 
ed themselves largely, in Europe. The 
law ordains the settlement of difficul­ 
ties between employer and employe, 
but when any difficulty is settled by 
law neither employe nor employer 
dare dispute it.”

At It* Summit Stand* the Signal Italian 
of th* United State* Weather Bureau 
—The Cog Railway and Other Mea na 
of Ascent. 
'HEN CAPT. ZE- 
,balon M. Pike of 
(the l i t t l e army 
which the young 
re p u b l i c t h e n 
boasted, while ex­ 
ploring 
the vast 
territory acquired 
by the Louisiana 
purchase, 
discov­ 
ered, on Nov. 27, 
1806, the snow-clad 
peak that bears his name, he found 
what 
in 
many 
respects 
is 
the 
most interesting mountain of our 
country. 
Since 
that 
day, 
for 
nearly 
a 
century, 
it 
has 
been 
the objective point for the count­ 
less thousands who have swept across 
the continent to Qie land of the setting 
sun. 
The hardy pioneer, the sides of 
whose prairie schooner bore the legend 
“Pike’s Peak or Bust,” and the modern 
millionaire who travels in a palace 
car, have alike gazed eagerly at the 
snowy pinnacle as it rose above the 
western horizon. 


THE SIGNAL STATION. 
Ever since the fifties, when Pike’s 
Peak and the “Gold Diggings” were 
synonymous terms, faint bridle paths 
have led to the summit A carriage 
road was later constructed, and since 
1890 a cog railroad has wound its 
sinuous course from Manitou Springs 
for nine miles upward to reach the 
top a mile and a half higher. 
The 
ascent nowadays, when the road is 
running, is comparatively quick, easy, 
and entirely safe. 
As the train pushes 
slowly out of Manitou, the cogs of 
the engine’s drivers fitting into the 
spaces in the middle rail, it is inter­ 
esting to speculate th at this is the 
type of railroad that in the early 
days 
of 
steam 
travel 
it 
was 
supposed would be as necessary on a 
level as on an incline. 
The cog road 
stops running in October, about the 
time the snow begins to drift heavily, 
and does not resume operations until 
the drifts melt, the following May. 
During this interval a trip to the top 
of Pike’s Peak is a long, difficult, and 
a t times very dangerous journey. 
It 
has to be made on foot, however, and 
a t frequent intervals, by the members 
of the weather bureau, and it is with 
the experiences of these officials that 
this article treats. 
The meteorological station on the 
summit of Pike’s peak was opened in 
1873 by Robert Seyboth, a sergeant in 
the signal corps of the army, and is 
the highest regular meteorological 
station in the world. 
After having 
been maintained for about ten years, 
it was abandoned by the government 
When the weather service was trans­ 
ferred from the signal corps to the 
agricultural departm ent 
the 
new 
chief of the weather bureau, Prof. 
Mark W. Harrington, determined to 
reopen the station and maintain it in 
the most perfect manner possible. To 
this end choice instruments, complete 
supplies and picked men were sent to 
the station, and in the summer of 189? 
the wheels, vanes and cups of the 
complicated weather machinery were 
put in place. 
A regular clock on the wall shows 
the lonely officials how slowly time 
passes, and a checker-board in the 
corner hints as to the efforts made to 
while away some of the hours; a set 
of telegraph instruments shows one 
means of communication with the 
world below, and the jingle of a tele­ 
phone bell in an adjoining room indi­ 
cates another. 
Ranged along the 
walls and on the broad sill of the low 
window are various meteorological 
instruments. The barometer up here 
reads between seventeen and eighteen 
inches, and you realize that you are 
nearly in the center of density of the 
atmosphere, and begin to understand 
why you grew so asthmasic as you 
came up. 


They cook up on the Peak just the 
same as they do anywhere, but it takes 
much longer, as water boils at 187 de­ 
grees Fahr. 
It is rather hard on a 
Bostonian, however, for it takes two 
days properly to prepare the classic 
bean. 
Water is obtained by melting snow, 
of which there is no lack, for it snows 
here every month in the year. 
Last 
year the highest temperature was 49 
degrees above zero, while it remained 
below freezing for 324 days out of the 
year.

June 12, at the Brooklyn navy yard, 
under the charge of oChief Engineer 
Ayres, who constructed the engines.

engines worked steadily and 
smoothly, although of course a high 
speed can not be attempted in a dock 
trial. 
The Cincinnati’s official trial 
trip will

soon,

will be an interesting event, as the 
Cincinnati is the first vessel of the 
new navy which the government has 
brought to completion. 
If she proves 
successful, the government will, no 
doubt, build many of the naval vessels 
in future. 
The Cincinnati is a protected cruiser

Her engines are 
triple expansion, 
four cylinder en­ 
gines, which develop 
10,000 horse

It is thought the cruiser will 
make a trifle over 20 knots per hour 
on her official trial.
